WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—

would permit repair of Brit- 
ish warships in United States 
navy yards. 

Administration lieutenants 
promptly laid plans to hurry it 
through to final enactment, while 
Opponents denounced it as a 
“streamlined declaration of war” 
and began organizing for a su- 
preme effort to defeat the measure 
or narrow the powers it would 
confer on the President.

County schocls have 
been hit by the flu germ, too, 
and while records on the. children 
were not immediately available it 
was known at least 30 of the 
teachers had been absent with flu 
attacks. 

Health officials said there was 
no cause for alarm, however, in 
that the flu attacking people this 
year is of a mild form which 
doesn’t keep its victims away 
from work more than four days. 
Because of its mildness, there has 
been no thought to closing public 
gatherings or any of the schools.

Is This Reticence? 

The parrot press of Rome and way stations 
north and south find that President Roosevelt's 
address on the state of the nation reflected “a 
declared will to ideological war in the field of 
internal politics and a patent reticence on the 
aims of the fight for maintenance of. pluto- 
cratic and egoistic imperialisms.” It is not only 
[Italian legs that run and run. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s “patent reticence on the 
aims of the fight” constituted a clear declara- 
tion of the basic peace aims of the democra- 
cies: 

(1)—Freedom of speech—everywhere in the 
world. 

(2)—Freedom of worship—everywhere in the 
world. 

(3)—Freedom from want—everywhere in the 
world. 

(4)—Freedom from fear—anywhere in the 
world. 

Quite naturally, Mr. Roosevelt did not say 
the peace would reconstitute Italian borders 
‘rom which Italian troops now are departing

of Commerce brings to a focus a growing 
public dissatisfaction with the position appar- 
ently taken by that organization in the intensi- 
fying struggle between this country and the 
totalitarian nations. 

The public bases its opinion as to the policy 
of the United States Chamber on the public 
utterances of its president, James S. Kemper. 
Mr. Kemper spoke recently in Atlanta. He has 
since spoken in Birmingham, Chicago and other 
cities and his speeches in each instance have 
indicated a viewpoint toward Hitler appease- 
ment that is far from in accord with the true 
situation. 

When President Kemper urges efforts to 
“reverse the present trend toward getting 
America into war,” he not only reveals a woeful 
lack of understanding of America’s foreign 
policy and of conditions of today, but also advo- 
cates American action which would be the most 
disastrous imaginable. 

For what he advocates is, as a matter of 
fact, public pressure to entirely change— 
“reverse” is his word—the foreign policy of this 
government. A foreign policy, incidentally, 
which has the approval of 90 per cent of the 
people. Fortunately so, because that very fact 
makes it hopeless for President Kemper to win 
his ends. 

His pitiful ignorance of world conditions is 
exposed when he construes the present Ameri- 
can policy as a “trend toward getting America 
into war.” As a matter of fact the present 
policy and program are the only way to keep 
America out of war. Only by making sure the 
victory of Britain and by making our own 
country so strong in armament that the whole 
world would not dare attack can we keep this 
country out of war. Which is exactly what 
President Roosevelt and the congress are Striv- 
ing to do today. 


nessmen almost succeeded in concentrating all defense authority, 
even over labor, in Knudsen’s hands. The New Dealers triumphed 
in the end when the President divided the authority equally, giving 
Hillman a prescriptive right to intervene in production matters. In 
the nature of things, since the authority is equally divided, each 
group will be terribly tempted to try to increase its champion’s 
stature at the expense of his associate. And no matter how well 
Knudsen and Hillman get on now, their relationship will certainly 
break down if everyone insists on treating them as the captains of 
warring factions. 

The situation between the New Dealers and the businessmen is, 
to say the least, peculiar. Within the administration, the New 
Dealers are in the position of old settlers, while the businessmen are 
prosperous newcomers. In the first shock of crisis after the fall 


Of France, the old settlers and the newcomers were reasonably 


friendly. Then some newcomers behaved pretty brashly, and a 
good many old settlers began to feel an aching nostalgia for the 
days when they ruled the roost alone. A few influential men like 
Benjamin V. Cohen among the New Dealers or Undersecretary of 
the Navy James Forrestal among the businessmen, could put the 
success of the defense program above all other considerations. But 
disinterestedness proved all too rare. 


NOT WHAT IT WAS Of course, as has already been noted 

in this space, the New Deal group is 
by no means what it once was. It has been split by quarrels and 
has suffered from certain defections. Its catalyst, Thomas G. 
Corcoran, still seefhs determined to leave the government. His 
departure seemed doubtful a few weeks ago, when he went to 
Speaker Sam Rayburn and Majority Leader John McCormack and 
persuaded them, entirely on his own initiative, to fight to sustain 
the President’s Walter-Logan bill veto in the house. This turned 
up trumps, and the President was briefly expected to force Cor- 
coran to Stay in Washington. Then the President offered him a 
position similar to what he had before, and Corcoran, who is per- 
i anxious to start private law practice, kept to his original 
plan. 

But despite its decline the New Deal group is still potentially 
powerful if it begins again to act as a group. It includes scores 
of young lawyers scattered through the government in key posi- 
tions; the labor crowd working for Hillman in the OPM, and other 
powerful persons of all sorts, from Secretary of the Interior Harold 
L. Ickes to unseen but influential presidential advisers. And, 
although Harry L. Hopkins is now a maverick, the group still has 
at least one powerful official voice always at the President’s ear 
in the person of Attorney General Robert H. Jackson. The busi- 
nessmen are chiefly concentrated in the Defense Commission and 
OPM, while under Secretaries Henry Stimson and Frank Knox 
the War and Navy Departments are the strongholds of the admin- 
istration conservatives. 

Anyone can see that there is big trouble ahead if the New Deal- 
ers and businessmen choose up sides and fly at each other. Un- 
fortunately, their readiness to do so was plainly indicated in the row 
over the definition of Knudsen’s and Hillman’s positions in the 
President’s executive order on the OPM. The lineup was not com- 
plete in either faction. The wiser members of both held aloof 
from the struggle. But a possible pattern of the future was all too 
apparent in the maneuverings, gatherings of allies, mutual recrimi- 
nations and appeals to the White House that characterized the 
drafting, redrafting and final approval of the order,

IT GOES DEEP A murderer kills in the heat of passion. A 
robber may steal because of hunger or want.

His mind leads him to believe he is an exalted person 
who may sit in judgment on his fellow man, assign him punish- 
ment and carry it out. 

A flogger is one of the worst of persons a city or a community 
can have. Those who suffer at his hands are much more desirable. 

The conviction of these men goes deeper than is first realized. 

We had, near Atlanta, a condition which existed for more than 
a year, in which a poor and, too often, ignorant people were ter- 
rorized and frightened into silence. That an occasional petty

There was the case of one person arrested in the night time, 
who could not have made a $10 bail. He was bailed out in a brief 
period of time. Someone quickly had notified someone else of the 
man’s presence in the jail.

It quickly became obvious they were insolent and arrogant, 
confident the law would not touch them. 

They had gone on for more than a year with a fearful, terrorized 
people afraid to report them. Many testified they did report it 
and nothing was done or said.

Another Letter From A Bald-

My dear Louise: 


When your mother was a college freshman, she missed the first 
question in English. It was this: “Should we believe all that we 
read in newspapers?” She said yes. 

The sad truth is that all publications make errors. 

Some years ago a popular magazine printed a supposedly funny 
story about a city man who tried to get rich in the poultry business, 
His hens wouldn’t lay a single egg, and he was wholly mystified 
until a neighboring farmer asked him how he expected to get eggs 
without a rooster. 

The. city slickers who edited the magazine and read the proof 
were as ignorant as the author. 

A recent article in Survay Graphic, reprinted in Reader’s Digest, 
contains this paragraph: “The group planned a central clinic 
during the summer ‘lay-by’ between cotton chopping and picking.” 

From this Sherlock Holmes would deduce that neither editorial 
staff includes a country boy from Dixie. 

For the paragraph seems to say that after cotton is chopped 
there is a “lay-by” period during which the farmer can loaf until 
the cotton is ready to pick. 7. 

But if he followed that schedule, there wouldn’t be any cotton, 
for Johnson grass or crab grass, or whatever grass nature provides 
in that particular section to keep farmers from being bored, would 
soon take the field. 

Chopping is done early. Cotton seed are planted close together 
—in part to insure a good stand in case some seed fall to germinate, 
but also in order that the tender plants may help one another break 
the crust on the surface of the soil. 

When the plants are a few inches high, the surplus must be 
“chopped” out to give the others room to grow. And the man with 
the hoe, following row on row, must walk two miles in each acre— 
40 miles if he has a field of 20 acres. 

But he must walk those weary miles many more times, fol- 
lowing a mule and a plow, before the crop is “laid by.” And if boll 
weevil appear, he must make the rounds with a bucket of poisoned 
molasses and a swab, and daub each plant with a bit of weevil bait. 

Then at last he entrusts his crop to the Lord, with a prayer 
that hail won’t destroy it, and takes his ease until the field is 
white and ready for picking.

MY DAY: Health Program 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Thursday.—I attended the Girl Scout luncheon 
yesterday and enjoyed very much seeing the youngsters sit on the 
stage in the big dining room, around a make-believe camp fire, 
and hearing them, sing some of their camp ) 
songs. At the end, they played taps, as they 
do every evening in their encampment. 

Since I knew of Lord Baden-Powell’s death, 

I thought it was appropriate that we should 
close a meeting of the Girl Scouts in this man- 
ner. They are so closely allied in their aims 
and in their programs with the Boy Scouts, that 
on this day when the leader of the Boy Scouts 
throughout the world had passed away, playing 
taps seemed a fitting gesture of respect and 
sympathy. 

It seems to me that the Girl Scouts have a 
great opportunity for beginning their education 
in citizenship at an age when young people are more impressionable 
and are setting their standards of values for the future. 

On my return to the White House, I was happy to meet with 
a group from the Department of Agriculture, headed by Dr. Ger- 
trude Warren, of the Federal Extension Service. She brought two 
young 4-H Club people, who have won scholarships, to spend the 
winter in Washington, and several other people who work in de- 
partment on 4-H Club programs. 

I was impressed by their seven-point defense program. It is 
important, I think, for us all to realize that we cannot all be doing 
spectacular emergency work and that, for many of us, our best 
defense work is to do the jobs that we have been doing better than 
we have ever done them before. The health program carried on 
by the 4-H Clubs interests me particularly, and I think can be 
developed to meet any of the needs which are uncovered by the 
army and navy doctors in their examinations of our boys. 

At 4 o'clock we had a musical which I enjoyed very much. A 
young violinist, Miss Viola Wasterlain, played delightfully, and a 
group of dancers from the Arthur Murray studios demonstrated to 
us that old and new dances are equally charming, if you know how 
to dance them well! 

I spent only a few minutes at tea after the musical and then 
went upstairs and talked for a little while with Lady Abingdon, 
who is succeeding in raising money here to help Great Britain care 
for the refugees from every invaded country who are even now 
arriving daily on that small island. 

Mr. and Mrs. Archibald MacLeish and Mr. Adrian Dornbush 
joined us for dinner. When the President went to work, we at- 
tended the National Symphony Orchestra concert, which gave us 
all a most delightful program with Igor Stravinsky conductor.

Most Women Lack Muscle Tone
